By threatening — recently to 
exercise this country’s firut 
veto, Secretary of Stato Dulles 
mado a drastic departure fron, 
previous American policy. 


Under the Truman aa 
ministration, the United States 
held that the veto should be 
invoked only in the most ex- 
coptional cuses which actually 
involved the possibility of war. 
The United States not only has 
never used the veto, but has 
condemned Russia repeatedly 
for using It to thwart the will
